The Viſb, who in the firſt Years of Mal.

"Tis to be regreted, That 3 in former, and e- 
ven our own Times, Vanity, or a ſpiritual kind 
of Pride, and particular Views to the Conve- 
niency or advantage of ſome near Relations, 
has often a greater Share in theſe Foundations 
than true Piety, or a zealous Concern for the 
Good of Religion.

Further, we may perceive, by a letter di- 
rected to Pope Job XXII. who fucceed 0 
Clement V. the 17 of Auguſt 1316. that t

in his Genealogy. Nevertheleſs; all his Diſ- 
coveries amount only to tell us, in the 48, 143, 
and 204th Pages of his Book, that Banco was 
come in a right Line from Maine-Leauna, Son 
of Cork, King of Munſfier, as if the World 
were obliged to take his Word for it, without 
any further Proof. And Page 192, he adds, 
very dully, on the Margin, that Cork, King of 
Munſter, derives his Pedigree from Eagan- 


More, eldeſt Son of Olil-Ollum, and of Sabi 


Daughter of King Conſtantine; notwithſtanding 
be does not in x the leaſt notice this Point of 
Hiſtory, 
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Liftory, in the 100 Page of his Book, whick 
was a proper Place for eſtabliſhing, by ſolid 
Proofs, an Aſſertion lyable to ſo many Objec- 
tions. Our Author then, not being able to. 
ſhew us, with all the Help of his Manuſcripts 
of Tarab, and other valuable Writings belong- 
ing to Religious Houſes, that there was a Ban- 
co and a Fleannus ; and all that the little Pre- 
tenders to. Knowledge of Hiſtory aflirm, on. 
the Credit of Hector Boetius, a modern, and not 
very exact Hiſtorian, ſerving only to convince 
any reaſonable Man, that there were never any 
ſuch two Perſons in the world, and that they 
never had any other Exiſtence but in writing, 
or Print, It follows then by a plain Conſe- 
quence, that the STEWARTS did not come 
from Vrelund, as this Iriſh Writer alledges.
